(From our London Correspondent.) 

Contrary to what was generally antlcipat- 
-ed tho Liverpool Obamber’ of Commerco 
have decided to back up tho Ohefoo Con+ 
vention and” to gond in o petition to the 
Govornmont im favour of {ts ratification, 
How Liverpool has-managed to come to 


thie conclusion, it is certalnly difficult to 
understand, 08 the Ubamber there was fully 
posted up as to the bearing of the Lekin 
duos clause; and as to the generally unsa- 
tlafactory nature of the provisions it oon- 
tains, [tis possible their action may be in 
art accounted for by the fact that Sir 
Thos. ‘Wade has been in Liverpool, where 
he has been holding forth upon Chinoso 
education. No doubt his explanations 
* would seem ‘plausible enough to those 
unacquainted with the true bearing of the 
matter, and it would not be surprising that 
the Liverpool Chamber should have been 
{ufluenced by so high an authority. I 
understand, however, that there is every 
probability that Manchester will take a 
different view and Edinburgh end Bradford 
have already pronounced thelr opfofons 
against the ratification. The Hkelihood I 
should think {s whatever farther opinions 
may be expressed that the Government will 
ratify the Convention, but will Lueist upon 
some modifications in it. To throw it over 
altogether after it has been so long 
suspense would be a rather strong measure, 


but it will be impossible to iguore the. 


views of the Government on the Opium 
question, and it is not likely that the 
Government here will fall'to see, to what an 
extent tha. revenue will be joopendient 
should the Oonvention be ratified in its 
present shape, It is to, be feared however, 

. with continental politics in so doubtful and 
dangerous @ state os they are ot present, 

‘ and with the possibility of this country 
becomipg involved in a war, Government 
will be disposed to make short work 
with treaties with China. -, 

The manner in whioh the Jast China loan

THE “YES80" EXPLOSION CASE. 
Regina v.. Barnard & King. 


The Chief Justice said: that in this caso 


ta there were two. indictments for the man- 


elaughter of Tsang Asam. and Mahomed 
Esoup. Both prisoners were found guilty 
on both counts, but-leave was reserved on 
some legal point which he would refer. After’ 
due consideration of the circumstances, Mr 
Hayllar, on behalf of the ist prisoner, 
though it waste of the time of the Court to 
ralzo any. argument on the point, and in 
doing this he certainly foreshadowed our 
conclusion, But the case of the 2nd 
vee presented some difficulty and was 
ifferent from that of the. 1st prisoner, and 
Mr Francis properly urged all the points he 
could for the consideration of the Oourt. 
"He argued the case very fully and had olted 
all oases that bore on the tt. Having 
nald this much, bis Lordahip proceeded to 
givajudgment onthe pointoflaw reserved 1— 
‘e entirely concur in the decision] am 
about to.expross on the. pointa raised in 
this case, Wo havo fully: considored..the 
authorities, but do not think it nocessary 
to discuss them now. Our decision has 


‘been come to without any doubt, 1, As to. 


the form ofjthe information, whatever might 
possibly have been sald soon after the form 
was givon by Ordinanée, this Conrt is now 
too far bound by the cursus curia by re- 
peated practice and precedent to vary from 
what has been established. There can be 
no doubt that the object of the legislation, 
—a wise legislationmwas to get rid of 
absurd’ technicalities in orl pleading 
as it had been, and to substitute for them 
the simplest possible form. This. was no 
hardship to the defendant since he 1s em- 
powered by the seme Ordinanoe which 
shortens the form to ‘obtain the fullest 
particulars which the Judge may think him 
entitled to, probably far more minute 
particulars than had been nocessary in 
the old form of indictment in Eng- 
land. I. am. quite sure that in this 
caso Mr Francis and his client in fact 
knew precisely what charge he had to meet, 
though it was quite open to him in form to 
object that he did not know. If he did 
not know, the law provided him with means 
of the fullest knowledge whenever he choso 
to ask for it, 2, As to the second point we 
have no doubt that tho passenger ship the 
engineers, each according to his duties, had a 
‘Jegal duty to both passengers and crow, the 
neglect of which rendered him -oriminally 
liable, and that his not reporting the defects 
he admitted he knew were in the boilor to 
the Chief Engineer was, as to King, up to 
the moment of the explosion, a culpable 
neglect of duty and a misdemeanour. 
As to the.third objection it is true that the 
error in judgment’of the 2nd: engineér in 
creating an excess of pressure was ono of 
the apparent causes of the deaths but it was 
also a present cause of.death that the 3rd 
enginecr, Mr Francis’ client; being up to the 
moment of the.explosion under a legal ob- 
ligation to report to,the Chief Engineer, did 
not so report, he was criminally liable. - If 
he even on ‘entering the harbour had so 
informed the Ohief Engineer, “it must be 
presumed that duecaution would have been 
ugod and there would haye been no explosion. 
4. Mr Wranols objooted lastly that in his 
charge to the Jury the learned Judge. did 
not so sufficiently distinguish ‘between 
negligence. possibly morally blameable but 
not criminal and oriminal negligence, Lam 
clearly of opinion that this distinction 
was asfu'ly taken sa was proper in the 
Judge's charge to the Jury. It may be 
that the learned Counsel influenced by his 
zeal for his client might have thought more 
emphatic expressions preferable. I can 
only say that it addr the Jury with 
all the facts which are before mo now as the 
Judge did, ¥ should not have drawn the 
distinction in language. more. explicit than 
those which were wed...

ho. had ‘been only on this Coast for four 
months. He had a family and an aged 
mother to support; and during the two 
months trial had been going on he had 
not been able to send any money home for 
their support, . He hoped the Court would 
give consideratlon to his case. 

In passing gentence on the prisoners 
Mr Justice Snowden sald that they ha 
been found guilty of manslaughter in 
causing the death of two mon by nogleot of 
thier duty, and tho neglect ‘was of such 
a nature. that it amounted to culpable 
neglect, for which they were liable, and 
the verdict of the Jury was a perfootly juat 
one. As to the 1st prisoner he undertook’ 
to do a certain duty, and his Lordship quite 
agroed with: the statement of one of the 
witnesses that there was uo division of 
responsibility. The prisoner was bound to 
phéw his bont skill and care to detect any 
defect caused even by chemical ‘or mech- 
anical action, But he did not try to find 
out for himself but waited for-9 report 
from _the...2nd and -3rd.-engincers, - with.

to the nd prisoner, bo had neglected his
